Many good Projects have been 
thought of to cure this Evil, by ſapping 
the Foundation of it. A Society has been 
(et up to reform our Manners; and neither 
Work- Houſes, or Diſcipline for ſmall 
Crimes, have been wanting. An Act has 
been made againſt prophane Curſing and 
Swearing, and many Charity Schools 
Have been erected; but the Event has not 
anſiver'd hitherto the good Deſign of thoſe 
Endeavours. The City of London abounds 
as much with looſe, lazy, and diſhoneſt 
Poor : There is as much Miſchief done by 
ordinary Felons; and Executions for 
Theft and Burglary areas frequent as ever: 
Nay, it is believ'd, That London is more 
peſter'd with low Villany than any other 
Place whatever, the Proportion of Bigneſs 
between them left unconſider'd.

When 1 became a Man for my ſelf, I kept 
A very creditable Houſe, in the Neighbour- | 
hood where I liv'd, which'was in Crown-Coart 
in Grub-Street, near Morefields, where then 
unhappily becoming acquainted » with bad 

Company, not ſo much as John n 
deceas'd Brother, as James Wright, who 
Friends liv'd at Enfield Town, and then, by 
their Perſuaſions, being {worn to take ill 
Couries, . they. mk gue me to hire 
Horſes for them, with a Pretence of going 
to ſee their Friends, which they ſeemingly 
frequently did; and the Perſons who lent 
them out, camealways to me for the Money, 
which I duly paid them; but 1 ſolemnly 
Proteſt, I did not know, upon what Account 
they were really upon, till one Day a Man 
came to tell me, he had loſt his Horſes;

and a Diamond Ring, which he fav'd, (by the

pany, by our ſelves, we uſed to toaſt the Tooth, 
and Shoe, as a Health, as we always did all 


our other Benefactors. However, it was Ad- 
vertiꝝ d in the News- Papers, that 2 Watches 


were loſt, in this Robbery-; but I ſincerely 
declare (as no Danger can befal me now for 


my Life) that I never aw but One. The 


Cornelian Seals, and all the other Thin 
after we had unſet em, were ſent to the

Maſter, and the Ladies, making Offers ſeveral 
Times to ſtrike us with his Stick"; and by 
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in Fleet-Street, according as the Advertiſemeſt 
directed; which was a piece of Civility ut- 
merited, conſidering how troubleſome tie 
Footman was, when he came from' behind 
the Coach, to oppoſe © our rummaging his 


that Time I hadoblig'd him to quit his Wood. 
en Weapon, the whole Poſſe of the Watch- 
men came to their Aſſiſtance, ſo that 'T had 
my Handful then to keep off thoſe Tatterde: 
malions; but firing a Couple of Piſtols over 
their Heads, they all tumbled Head over Heels 
in their Retreat, which gave us the favourable 
Opportunity of riding off clear: When na- 
king the Beſt of our Way towards Hampſtead, 
we turnd down Fig- Lane, and came again 
into Town, where two Watchmen Randing 
at the End of Grqah's- Inn Lane, eſeluting d 
with the uſual Queſtion, Who comes there? 
We anſwer' d, Friends However, they were 
ſo unfriendly, as to take hold of the Horſe: 
Bridle of One of my Companions, ſay ing, 
They would know who we were: One of us 
cockinga Piſtol to One of their Breaſts, faying; 
We would Shoot him, in caſe he did not let pb 
his Hold; but he ſtill held the Reins faſt, till 
a Piſtol was ſnapt at his Breaſt, ' but 'as good 


Luck was, it did not go off, the Fright made 


him looſe the Bridle, and we got them clear 
without any Harm. 
The ſecond Enterprize we did with Davy, 
was in Barterſea-Fields, on the 19th- of Feb.

1720, When ſtopping a Coach, in which 
were two Gentlemen, two Gentlewomen, 
and a Child, we took from em a Gold ftrik- 

ing Watch, a Silver Watch, and Chain, a 
Gold Seal Ring, a Diamond Ring in a Sha- 
green Caſe, two Mourning Rings, a Silver 


Tooth · pick-caſe, a Pocket-Book, with ſeveral 
Notes of Value, and about 23 Pounds in 


Money. Moreover, the Lady. had her Bro- 


ther's Picture hung to the Watch, which 


valuing very much, was put in an Advertiſe: 
ment, and according to the Directions there- 
of, we ſent it Home, with the Pocket - Book, 


and ſeveral other Things, which were of no 


Value to us: In this Exploit Davy had One 
of our Horſes to hbld, whilſt I, and my Bro- 
ther plunder'd the Coach, and the ſaid Davy, 
by ſome Accident, firing a Piſtol, the led 
Horſe: broke out of his Hand, beſides the 
Bullet flying through the Coach Door, and 
ſhooting my Brother thro' the Coat, which 
had like to have prov'd the DeflruQion of us 


all; for we were oblig' d to keep the Gentle- 


men, andLadies, half an Hour, whilſt I was 


endeavouring to catch the Horſe, . which ta- 
king the Road, went to YVaux-Hall Turnpike; 
upon which we then let the Gentlefolks go, 
and at the aforeſaid Place, two Men a ſſiſt ing 
us on Foot to catch him, we gave em a Shil- 
ling to drink, and being again mounted, we 
returii'd (Gle to” OO 
The latter End of February following, Tho- 
mas Davy, with me, and my Brother, having 
E 2 —  _

many Things of Value, went on Board the 
Mary Yacht, and ſetting Sail for France, a 
favourable Gale carry'd us ſafe to Calais, 
where going up the Country to diſpoſe of our 
Goods to the beſt Advantage, we ſteer'd our 
Courſe to Dunkirk, at which Place we. ſold 
the Silver Watch, taken in our Exploit in 
Batterſea-Fields, as in the Relation laſt men- 
tion'd ; but the Gold ſtriking Watch, which 
we had out of the ſame Coach, and the Gold 
repeating Watch, taken out of the Coach in 
Denmark-Street, we pawn'd at Calais for 62 l. 
and three Hogſheads of French Claret, at 41. 
105. per Hſhd. for at that Time the Merchants, 
as well as others, car'd not to go the Price 
of Guineas, which then went at 43 Livres 
a-piece. Having thus diſpos'd of all our Goods, 
we then fell to Merchandizing ourſelves, buy- 
ing Wines, Brandy, Silks, Cambricks,. &c. 
and then return'd/ to London, where about 
the latter End of March following, we diſ- 
pos'd of all our exotick, or outlandiſh Com- 
modities, and then fell to trading in our 
Engliſh Ones; till having gain d a ſufficient 
Cargo, we then Shipp'd off, in July, or An- 
guſt, for Holland. - Get ons el 

Not long after returning to London, honeſt 
Davy, not wanting Money as uſual, deny'd 
going along with my Brother, and me, till 
bad Circumſtances, as not being able to hire 
a Horſe at his own Charge, oblig'd him con- 
ſtantly zo hunt all the Town over after us, to 
be reliev'd 3 in order thereto, he propos d to 
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ns, the dangerous Attempts of robbing in the 
Streets of London again, if we would take 


him into our Service; which we denying, he 


laid the mean raſcally Schemes of robbing 
Foot-Paſſengers about Iſington, and Hoxton, 
telling us, that from the great Number of 


People that went that Way by Night, we 


might get abundance of Money, ſay ing at the 
fame Time, he would find Gag, and Cord : 
Farthermore, to ſhew the Raſcality of this 
Fellow, who was never yet taken up, he pro- 


pos'd to us to rob Mr. Leach, the beſt Friend 
he had, and I doubt not but ſome Murder 


was deſign'd by Davy, in ſay ing, that whene- 
ver Mr. Leach was dead, his Child , own as being 
ſomewhat related to him, would be the Bet- 
ter. He likewiſe told us, Mr. Leach, went 


frequently to the Royal Exchange, and had a 
Pocket in the Boſom of his Coat, in which 

he kept his Pocket-Book, with ſeveral Bank- 
Bills. At this Prize, as Davy thought it, he 
often ſhew'd me the faid Mr. Leach, at the 
| Paul's-Head, in Lawrence-Lane, at the Ex- 
change, and at his own Houſe in Grub - Street: 


Theſe, ſo very baſe Things, we could not 


agree to; and telling him, we were too brave 
to attempt any Thing on Foot, and he not 


daring to perform any Thing brave on Horſe- 
Back, we quite diſcarded him: But ſtill 
about the Middle of laſt Summer, he came 
and told me, Mr. Leach, was going into the 


Country, in the Huntingdon Stage-Coach, 


which Inns at the Red-Lyon in Alderſgate- 
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78 The E1STOKY ef V 
Street; to confirm the Truth of which, he 
tells me, (like a Villain as he was) that the 
ſaid Mr. Leach, had given him the Money for 
the Coach-Hire; and the Morning he went, 
flung a Stone out of his Vard, through my 
Window, where I lay; and asking what he 
wanted, he deſir'd to ſpeak with me preſently, 
when coming to him, he told me, as above, 
he would have me go along with him to rob 
old Mr. Leach; but I ſo much abhor'd his 
Barbarity, of robbing his own Friend, that 
I, and my Brother, diſcarded him our Ser- 
vice ever after. 
About the latter End of April, or Begin- 
ning of May laſt, I, and my Brother, went 
on pretty ſucceſfully by our ſelves, commit- 
ting till near Mhitſontide, ſeveral Robberies 
betwixt Hampſtead, Bow, and Hackney, and 
rticularly we robd'd a Gentieman's Coach 
etween the two Watch-Houſes, upon Cam- 
bridge-Heath, the Perſon in it, if I miſtake 
not, was Mr, Juſtice Ward, from whom we 
took the Trifle of about 20 s. in Money, his 
Tye Wig, and ſcarlet Rocquelaure, which 
wie compaſſionately gave to that ingenious 
Gentleman, Mr, , the bright Poultry- 
Compter Author, ſent now to the Seminary 
of Newgate, for his better Education in Vil- 
| lainy ; he being bare in Cloaths, and a Hanger 
on us to learn our Art, and Myſtery, (for at 
that Time he never, to my Knowledge, had 
been Abroad) to make him a Waſtcoat, and 
Breeches : But by the Way, when my Bro- 
ther, 


ther, and IT attack d the aboveſaid Worſnipful 
| Gentleman, if it was he, my Brother, think- 
ing we had not Booty enough, breaks the 
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Coach-Glaſs, and opening the Door, demands 
his Worſhip's' Pocket-Book, and Watch, 


which putting the Gentleman into a Fright, 


he flings the Coach-Door againſt the Noſe of 
my Brother's Horſe, leaps out, and crying 
out, In the Name of God, do you deſien to 
Murder a Man; you ſhan't have my Pocket- 


Book, I will ſooner. loſe my Life; ſo running 


along the Road, crying, Murder, Murder, 
he fell flat on his Face; upon which my 
Brother cry'd out, Shoot the Rogue ; at which 
Words, he nimbly got up, and tumbled over 
a Bank quite out of the Road, where we 
could not follow him, his Footman, and 
Coachman, crying out alſo, Higlwaymen, 
Highmaymen, which Alarm, made us return 


back, and Shooting One of his Coach-Horſes, © - 
we rode off. | | ee, 


About this Time, being hit ſun-· Eve, going 
up Fleet-Street, Wright meeting me, and my 
Brother, told us, he had robb'd a Quaker of 
about 2o Pounds, and a Pair of Silver Spurs, 
in Company of Sclutrop, whom we never 


knew, as I have faid before, and whatever 


the Difference was I cannot tell,” but Scultrop 


would go with Wright no more; however, 


my Brother, and I, went to the Grey- Hound 
Tavern in Fleet- Street, where we appointed 
to meet the Monday following, at the Caſtle- 
Tavern, in the ſame Street, and being all as 
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good as our Promiſe, when together, my 
Brother told him (it being Holy-Day-Time) 

he would take a Ride out with him, Which 

. Propoſition he accepting, ſaid he would g 
ont with him if he had a Horſe, whereupon 
I ſent him mine, upon paying me for the Loſs 

of my Time, as being engag'd upon honeſt 
Affairs, with other Company that Day; ſo 
they went out together, had good Buſineſs, 
and I met them at the laſt mention'd Tavern, 
where they ſhew'd me what they got from 

Mr. Blackſton, namely, a Gold Watch, a 
Silver Watch, a Silver Snuff- Box, à Silver- 
Hilted Sword, a Caſe of Inſtruments, a Dia- 

mond Ring, with Ten ſmall Stones, and a 
large One in the Middle, and about 40 Shil- 
Iings in Money: Upon which Booty, I got 

_ a Crown of Mright for the Hire of my Horſe, 
and a good Supper, and truly that is all I did 

get, for 13 Weeks Impriſonment, for a Crime 
I never was Guilty of; but however, it was 

ſome Satisfaction, becauſe Scultrop was then 

Hang'd for his falſe Induſtry as aboveſaid, which 

made me digeſt my Supper the better, upon 

the Account of kis receiving our bleſſed Lord's - 

Supper, upon the telling a notorious Lye, at 
going out of the World. | 588 
On the gth of June 1620, the ſaid Wright, 

with me, and my Brother, took a Ride to 

Ezpping- Forrest, and on the Back- Side of Mood- 

ford Town, we met One of his Majeſt y's 

Coaches, and Six, we ſtopt them, and took 

from the two Gentlemen, and two Ladies, 
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in the Coach, about 18 Pounds in Money, 4 

Gold Watch, a Diamond Ring, ſet round 

with ſmall Brilliants, and a large Brilliant om 
the Top, one Hoop Ring, ſet round with: 
Rubies, and Diamonds, one Ring ſet round. 
with Rubies only, one Ring, with a large 
Red Stone on the Top, and one plain Gold 
Ring, which made me very ſorry E did not 
leave it with the Lady according to her Re- 
queſt, which ſhe earneſtly begg'd : The 
Gentleman from whom the Watch was taken, 


would have given me his Gold Headed Cane, 


but I refus'd it, by reaſon we had a good 
Booty out of the Coach, and I believ'd he 


might want his Cane to ſupport him, ſo we 


rode off: However, I believe, when I am 
at my Liberty, it may be in my Power to 
help him to his Watch again. 
About Three, or Four Days after, we 


rode to Finchly-Common, and there kept on till 
we came to Mhetſtone, and drinking without 


Door, at a publick Houſe, a Gentleman paſs d 
by us in an open Chaiſe, and a Pair of Horſes, 
who was Reading ſome Papers. We took 
him for a Saut h- Sea Man, and it was at that 
Time that all the World were robbing One 


another, ſome for Want, and ſome for Lucrez 


the Former of which, was my unhappy 
Circumſtance. We paſs'd the Gentleman, 
and ſtopp'd, his Chaiſe, but it ſo happen d, 
that his Loſs, was a great deal more than 
our Gain; for by the Impudence of the 
Coachman, Who would neither obey our 

E 5g Commands,

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Commands, nor his Maſter's Orders, Who 
bid him ſtop, but he would not, whereby ,ẽ 
got but one Guinea, and a Half, ſo we ſevere-- 
ly lick d the Coachman, as he did well deſerve, 

and ſhot. both his Maſter's Horſes, which 
made, as aboveſaid, his Loſs, more than our 
Gain: Which Exploit happen'd on a Saturday, 
when we were cloſely purſu'd by the Country, 
but nevertheleſs we got off; and rode ſafe to 
London. | 9 os 
The Wedzeſaay: following, being the 16th | 
of June, we rode to Epping, where we robb'd 
two Gentlemens Coaches, the Firſt on the 
Forreſts, with two Ladies in it, and took from 
them- about two Pounds in Money, with a 

_ Tooth-Pick-Caſe ; and then overtaking: the 
other Coach at the Bottom, by the Brick- 
Kiln, this Side Woodford, behind which was a 
Footman, and in it a Gentleman, and a young: 
Woman; we took 40 Shillings- from him, 

but ſhe ſaying ſhe was but a Servant, we took 

nothing from her. A Man at the ſame Time 
coming by, alarm'd the Country, but 1, and 

- my. Companions, riding into a Wood, we 
ftaid there 'till Night came on, and then 
made the Beſt of our Way to London. When 
we came to the Green- Man, juſt off the 
Forreſt, Three, or Four Horſe- Men ſtruck. 
into our Company, and judging it the ſafeſt 
Way to keep them Company, that they 
might have no Suſpicion of us, they prov'd: 
our greateſt Enemies, for the nearer we got to- 
wards Stratford by Bow, more Horſe- Men came 
8 n | into 
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to our Company, till we got juſt by the 
Watch-Houle at Stratford, which was lined 


with Men, and Arms, and then the Word 


was given, Stop Highwaymen ;, ſo that on a 
ſudden there were about 20 Horſe-Men, and 
abundance of Men on Foot upon us, which 
oblig'd us to turn back, and take Rumford - 
Road, being purſu'd for about four Miles, 


when I was forc'd to quit my Horſe, and 
with a great deal of Diffculty, I got ſafe to 


London a Foot, and my Friends as ſafe thither 
on Horſe- Back | 
About the latter End of the ſame Month, 
being the 27th of June, I was taken upon 
the Information of one Pococt, on Suſpicion of - 
Robbing a Stage-Coach upon Epping- Forrest; 
my Apprehending was by Pocock's two Bro- 
thers, with an Intent of making a Diſcovery 
of my Brother, they not knowing the Place 
of his Abode, nor where to find him : They 
told me, if I would tell them where he was, 
it would be of great Service to me; but telling 


them I could not, they carry'd me before 


the late Sir William Withers, who committed 
me to the Paultry- Compter; notwithſtanding 


thoſe Robberies I committed before, no 


Man had a better Character than my ſelf, 
in my Station, for no one Living, but theſe 
three Perſons whom I was concern'd with, 


knew any Thing of my going Abroad; nei- 
ther had I ever committed any Robbery, 


when Pocock made this Information of me. 
After 14 Days Confinement, the Seſſions 
1 . came 
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came on at Juſtige-Hall in the Old Bai, 
when a little before the ſaid Pocock was Y 
brought from Reading- Goal, it being then 
alſo Aſſize- Time: I expected to have been 
carry d to Burnt wood, where the Aſſizes was 
kept this Lear, for that County; but con- 
trary to my „ I was carry'd. to 
the Old. Baily, the firſt Day of Seſſions, and 
forthwith arraign'd for robbing Squire Had. 
clock at Mile-End, on the 22d of November 
1719, Which was full two Months before I 
| Had ever committed any Fact of that Na ture; 
however, I-took my Tryal for the ſame, and 
acquitted, tho' Pocock brought ſeveral Perſons. 
to ſwear againſt me, beſides himſelf, when I 
knew none of em; moreover, One of the 
Women whom he brought to be a Witneſs 
againſt me, declar'd, ſhe never ſaw me in all 
Her Life before: Again, there was one Oliver 
Taylor, who kept Horſes in Finsbury, depos d 
on my Tryal, that I uſed frequently to hire 
"Horſes of him Three, or Four Days in a 
Week; but I ſolemnly declare, before God, 
and the World, I never hir'd a Horſe of him 
in: the whole Courſe of my Life, nor ever 
committed any Robbery with Pocock, tho“ 
he declar'd at his Death, that I was Guilty 
of the Fact for which I was Try'd ; but be- 
fore I was out of Trouble, he was Executed: 
at: Ajlesbury, in the County of Bucks. 
Obtaining my Liberty about the Beginning 
of October 1720, I, and my Brother, ſet 
Hut for Holland from Harwich, whither we 
went. 
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went a- Foot, and then ſet over in the Pacquet- 
Boat: My Brother continu'd there for a 


Month, and my ſelf for nine Weeks. As to 


what Ralph Wilſon, pretends to aſſert in his 


erroneous Book, ſaying, we carry d with us 
to the Value of 50 Pounds, of Wright's Goods, 
is falſe, for he had but Part of one Gold 
Repeating- Watch, which was pawn'd at 
Amſterdam, and the Ring, which he ſays in 
the ſame Book was ſold for 40 Pounds, when 
J had but zo Pounds for it, as aforeſaid. But 


it is a Cord, not a Lye, will choak him, as 


may be ſeen by his ſaying we both return'd 
in the Beginning of Auguſt, when I did not 
return 'till the Beginning of December follow- 
ing, neither did I commit any Robbery with 


this Fellow till after Chriſtmas. 


The firſt Exploit I ever committed with

Ralph Wilſon, was betwixt Hackney, and Lon- 


don, Which was in January 1721-22, my 


Brother being then in Company, we took a 


ſmall Silver Watch, a large Silver Tobacco- 


Box, mark'd J. H. and about 15 Shillings 
in Money; but it is admirable to me, how 
Wilſon; 


can, charge me with Cowardice in this 
Acton, when Fear would never permit him 
to come near the Coach; however, we gave 
our Booty into his Cuſtody, which he deli- 
ver'd again to my Brother, as being indebted 


to him then in a greater Sum than it came 


to, beſides owing me zo ðhillings to this Day, 
which contradicts his lending us Money (as 


before Noted) to buy us Horſes; neither had 


he at this Time ſold his Eſtate. The 
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Ihe ſecond (which was alſo the laſt) Ex- 
ploit I' committed with Milſon, none then be 
ing together but us Two, was near the Half- 
way-Houſe in Hampſtead Road, where ſtop- 
ping a Coach, we took from the People 
therein Six Shillings in Money, Three Silver 
Spoons, a Pepper-Box, and Salt-Seller”; 
which il ſon not thinking Booty enough, the 
great Hero Wilſon, ſometime after I had 
robb'd the People, came up to the other Side 
of the Coach, and like a valiant Man, moſt 
couragioufly took from a Woman T wo round- 
ear'd Caps, and Three-Half-pence in Ready- 
Rhino. Theſe are all the Actions I ever com- 
mitted with him; but at this Time, as we were 
riding off together, I ſtopt a Coach in Hg- Lane, 
when he rode off, as not daring to venture to 
my Aſſiſtance; ſo I did not ſee him till I came 
to the Turn- pike, where asking him the Reaſon 
of not coming to my Aſſiſtance he made An- 
{wer, he ſaw a Man coming along the Fields. 
Dis true, I was once more in Company 
with Milſon, and my Brother, in Hide Park 
a-Foot, with an Intent to rob the Coaches; 
here we ſtopt One, and Wilſon (as is taken 
Notice of before) ſhot himſelf thro' the 
Hand; but there was no Horſe ſhot, neither 
-was the Coach attack'd belonging to Mr. 
Green the Brewer, ' for there was a Man of 
that Gentleman's with me, ſince Milſon's put- 
ting out his lying Book, in the Gate- Houſe, 
and told me Mr. Green, had never any At- 
tempt. made of robbing him but once, and 
that was behind Buckingham- Houſe ; and that 
too, was fince my Confinement. After 
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After Lent Aſſizes were over at Nngſton 


upon Thames,” when Wright was continu d to 
the Aſſizes in Augu# 172 r, 1, and my Bro- 


ther, return'd to London, and going together 
for about the Space -of two Months, com- 
mitted ſeveral Robberies in that Time, be- 
twixt London, and Hampſtead, Cambridge: 
Heath, and in Dog- Rom, at which laſt Place 


meeting a Gentleman in a Coach, we took 


from him a Silver Watch, about 20 Shilling: 
in ready Caſh, and three Pocket-Books, in 
which were ſeveral Notes: Juſt as I was go- 
ing off, I felt in his Pocket a Tobacco-Box, 


in which he ſaying there was 10 Guineas, and 


a Half Broad-Piece, begg'd heartily I would 


not take them, becauſe they were not his 


own, but not believing the Story, we carry'd 
off the Prize*: However, finding by his 
Pocket-Books, he was of a dangerous Pro- 
felon, (as being a Rope-Maker by Trade) 


we were nevertheleſs ſo Civil as to ſend his 
Pocket- Books, and Notes, to a Coffee-Houſe 


in Lombard-Street, but withal writing to him, 
that the Favour of returning them was more 
than he deſery'd, unleſs he would for the 
future forſwear his Trade. © © © © 
The next remarkable Thing we did was on 
a Saturday Night, when meeting a Coach in 
White-Croſs-Street, as we were going Home, 
my Friend ſaying there was a Gentleman in 


it, whom he fancy'd was going to Hoxton, we 


rid back and ſtopt him by the Common Hunt's 
in Bunhill Fields, and took from him about 
14 Pounds, 
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14 Pounds, which Loſs we ſuppos'd was more 
than he knew of, for we believ'd he was one 
of our Fraternity, and ſo had not Time to 
tell his Money; beſides, we took from him 
a Pair of Pocket -Piſtols, loaded with Powder 
and Ball, a Silver-Hilted Sword, and a very 
nice Half- Hunting Whip: And as for the 
Money we took from him, it was in an old 
greaſy Leather Pocket, freſh torn out of ſome 
Man's Breeches, and for this Reaſon we be- 
lieve him to be One of ns. 
The next Exploit we did was under Buck- 
ing ham- Wall, where we ſtopt a Gentleman, 
and Lady, in their Coach, and took from 
them a Gold Watch, a Gold Snuff- Box, a 
Pair of Diamond Ear-Rings; but the Lady 
(1 believe) ſunk her Watch ia ſome more 
ſecret Place, than the Gentleman had ſecur'd 
his, for we could not find it high, nor low; 
but however, by Way of Reprizal for that 
Lofs, we took from them 18 Pounds more. 
The next Companion I went with, was 
the unhappy George Sympſon; and the firit 
Adtion we enter'd into, my Brother being 
_ alſo With us, was upon the Counteſs Dowager 
of Strafford, in Richmond- Lane, taking from 
her Ladyſhip, about ſix Pounds in Money, 
a a Gold Ring, a Croſs, and a Ticket for the 
King's-Evil; (Sy-mpſon then livd with one 
Mr. Green, in Marł- Lane, being on a Grey- 
Horſe of his Maſter's) and when we were in 
the Middle of our Exploit, Sympſon riding up 
to the Side of the Coach where my Brother 
| Was; 
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was, his Horſe turning ſhort, flung him, and 
ran to the Feathers-Jun at Richmond: | alight- 
ing from my Horſe; flung the Bridle over my 
Arm, whilit I rifled the Lady in her Coach, 
and was ſtepping out again, in order to re- 
mount, my Horſe. had ſlipt his Bridle, and 
ran away alſo. Sympfon rid immediately after 
my Brother's Horſe; in the mean Time we 
kept the Lady in her Coach, and my Brother 
talking very good French to her, ſhe: ſeem'd 
pleas'd to ſtay during our Pleaſure. At laſt 
Sy-pſon brings my Brother's Horſe, but did 
not ſee mine; however, they being both 
mounted, we releas' d the Lady, and her At- 
tendance, and went to the Red Lyon in Rich- 
nond, where I had ſet up my Horſe before, 
and thither he was got again, without his 
Rider; but they telling the Hoſtler he had 
flung the Gentleman, gave him a Shilling, 
and brought him to me in Richmond- Lane, 
where they had left me behind; then being 
all mounted, we rid ſafe to London; and 
in about a Week Sy-pfon gave his Maſter 
Warning, and quitted his Service. 5 
The next Exploit that George Sympſon, and 
we did, was on the Cirenceſter Stage-Coach, 
betwixt Kn:ght's- Bridge, and Kenſington, taking 
from the Paſſengers about [Nine Pounds in 
Money, I wo Mourning Rings, and a Silver- - 
Hilted Sword. The Gentleman begg'd very 
heartily, that we would not take the Sword, 
{wearing by his Maker ſeveral Times, it was 
only a Braſs Mounting; but when I came 
Home, 
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Home, I found it, to my great Satisfaction; 
to be of a better Sort of Metall. 
The next Enterprize we, and Sympſon did, 
was under Buckingham-Wall, where we ſtopt 
a Gentleman's Coach, and four Horſes; but 
had we known as we llbefore, as we didafter- 
wards, we would have ſav'd ourſelves the 
Trouble of making that Attempt, for we met 


with a very ſmall Booty, only one Guinea, 


about 14, or 15 Shillings in Silver, and a Piece 


of Queen Annes Gold for the Evil: Had 


there been more current Coin among it, I 
would not have taken the Evil- Piece, or at 


leaſt- wiſe had ſent it back again; but coming 
Home, and finding in a Purſe, fome old Shil- 


lings of Oliver Cromwell's, it made us ſuſpect, 
they were ſome of his damnable Crew, and 
ſo we retain'd it. We 

The Bury Stage - Coaches, we robb'd Five, or 
Six Times, and the Huntington Coach alſo, 


in which we were pretty Succeſsful; for if 


they had no Money in their Purſes, we made 
it good in their Boxes, or Portmanteaus; 
eſpecially by one Lady, and her Maid, in the 
Bury Coach, from whom we took both their 
Boxes, in which they ſaid was no Money; 
whereupon we gave them our Word, and 


Honour, that if there was no Money in 


them, we would return them again; but 


finding in them Three ſmall Pieces of Plate, 
with ſome Chocolate, and Tea, we kept 


them; but nevertheleſs ſent 'em back Ap- 


parel of much greater Value, which the

Lincolnſhire. 
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Lady's Woman receiv'd that very Night, at 

the Green-· Dragon Inn, in Biſhopſgate-Streets 
Next, in July 1721, we meeting with a 

Couple of Coaches in 1 which we 


took for Gentlemen's, becauſe cover'd in 
Mourning, we attack'd them; but when all 
came to all, they were only five People in 
each, returning from a Funeral, from whom 
we took about 4o Shillings, .and a Cypher 
Ring; but the Woman that own'd the Ring, 
crying ſhe was a very poor Body, that fold 
Tripes, and Trullibubs in Feld- Lane, I re- 
turn'd it her again; which was the laſt Rob- 
bery I ever committed in 1 wn with my 
Brother, and Sympſon, who then went into 


Then I pickt up Butler Fox, with whom l 


became acquainted at the Poultry Cumpter, 


when I was Priſoner there, about two Years 
azo; and the firſt Robbery we went upon, 
was on the 27th of laſt July, when we robb'd 
the Huntington Stage-Coach, by Aount- Mill, 
near //l;ngton, in which was one Gentleman, 
and five Women, from whom we took about 
Five, or Six Pounds in Money, a Silver 
Watch, and Silver-Hilted Sword; and for 
this Robbery Juſtice Cooms, ſent a Commit- 
ment againſt Butler Fox, to Newgate ;. but 
the Proſecutors being then out of Town, he 
was not Try'd for that Fact. 4 OOTY 

The next Robbery Butler Fox, and I com- 


mitted, was on Putney Common, where ftop- 


ping a Coach, and Four Horſes, in which 
: was 
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was the Honourable Colonel Archibald Ha- 
milton, and two Ladies, and his Servant, at 
ſome little Diſtance from it on Horſe-Back, 
upon whom Seizing firſt, we took from him 
a rifled Barrel Gun, and attack'd the Perfons 
in the Coach ; we took from them about 
fix Pounds in Money, a Silver-Hilted Sword, 
a Tortoiſe-Shell Box, with Silver Bottom, 
and Sides, within the Lid three Miid's Heads, 
a ſix-corner'd Box, Mother of Pearl at Top, 
with King Charless Head cut thereon, and a 
Piece of Flower'd French Silk; then we 
made the Coachman get down, and turn out 
his Pockets, as ſuppoſing he might have had 
the Colonel's Watch, but we judg'd of the 
wrong Perſon, for his Footman had it, ſo we 
miſs'd of it. Since my Confinement at the 
Gate-Houſe, the Honourable Col. Archibald 
Hamilton, was with me there, and amoneft 
Seven, or Eight Men, he poſitively pitch'd 
upon me, - to be One of the Perſons that had 
Robb'd him. This Robbery was committed 
upon the 15th of laſt Auguſt, between the 
Hours of Seven, and Eight at Night, and for 
it Butler Fox, was Executed laſt March at 
Creyden, in the County of Surry. 
The next Expedition the aboveſaid Butler 


Fox, and I went upon, was on the 2d of 


September following, when we Robb'd the 
Cirenceſter Stage-Coach, about One in the 
Morning, between Kn:ght's- Bridge, and Ken- 
ſington, taking from the Paſſengers about 25 
Shillings, as being. prevented by two Men 
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on Horſe- Back, behind the Coach, and: the 
Patreleupon the Road, from Rummaging them 
any farther ; ſo we rid off, and Robb'd the 


Huntington Coach the ſame Morning about | 


Three, at Mount- Mill by Iſlington, taking 
from the Right Worſhipful Sir Edward Lam- 
rence, a Green Purſe, in which was a Guinea 
and a Half, his-Pocket-Book, in which were 
Notes of great Value, his Cloak-Bag, in 
which were. five Holland Shirts, two White 
Waſtecoat, a Tye-Wig, a new Piece of 
Fuſtain, a Piece of new Blue Cloth, a Piece 
of new Shalloon, a Piece of new Muſlin, 
ſeveral Neckcloths, and Turnovers, a Plad- 
Gown, lin'd with Red Calimanco, ſix Pounds. 
of Chocolate, a Caniſter of Tea, and ſeveral 
other Things. For this Robbery I was taken, 
and committed tothe Gate-Houſe, on the 4th 
of November 1721; and ſince my Confine- 
ment I return'd that worthy Gentleman his 
Pocket-Book, and Notes, with (I think) all 
his other Things, excepting a Piece of new.

IN all Ages paſt, and preſent, 'tis impoſſible 


for Hiſtory to parallize, or the Age to come,

War, in the Reign 
of King CHARLES the Firſt) was ſecond 
Son to Mr. James Strangwayes, of Muſſen in 
the County of Dorſet, a Gentleman of an 
antient, and unblemiſh'd Family, whole Ver- 
tues this 1 Son of his, till ſullied by 
this raſh Act of ungovern'd Paſſion, which 
we are going to mention, did rather ſeem to 
illuſtrate by a conſtant Courſe of worthy, and 
manly Actions, than any Ways to degenerate 
from the beſt Atchievements of his moſt ſuc- 
ceſsful Predeceſſors.

Action; but ſpeedily recollecting himſelf, he 
with an haſty Summons calls up ſome of the 
Houſhold, by whoſe Afﬀiſtance he diſcovers 
what a fad Diſaſter had bereavd him of his 
Maſter; they ſpeedily make down into the 
Street, but found there nothing that might 
Light them with the leaſt Beam of Informa- 
tion, all (as if directed by thoſe evil Angels 
that Favour ſuck black Deſigns) appearing, as 
they conceiv'd, more filent, and ſtill, than is 
uſual in his populeus City, at that Time of 
Night. Officers are rais'd, and Mr. Fuſſels

Quoth Sheppard, and Blewet, the Plaintiff was

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Word, he would not come near her, but aʒtt 
their Peril requir'd the Debt, good Bail, or a 
Jayl. The Gentlemen ſaid, they would then 
go themſelves to him; fo Sheppard calling a a 
Coachman, to whom he had before given his 
Cue, away went the two Gentlemen, Gentle- / 
woman, and the ſham Officers, to Kennington- 
Common, and Where diſcharging the Coachman, 
and it being Night, they next diſcharg d the 
Priſoner, by taking her Gold Watch, and 
Diamond Ring, and from her Friends, the 
two Gentlemen, a Couple of Watches, and 
from all three about 240 Guineas; which 
they faid ſhould be Security enough without a 
Bail-Bond, for the Lady's Appearance, which 
they would leave to her own Pleaſure.  * 
Ned Bunworth, alias Frazer, being once 
committed to New-Priſon, on Suſpicion of 
Robbing the Exch:qzer, and there lay ſome 
Time, till having a: opportunity, Mr. Everett, 
the Turn · Key of the ſaid Priſon, being oblig'd 
to be at N upon ſome Buſineſs on a 
Tryal, he made his Eſcape, there being ſeveral 
others in the Priſon concern'd with him in 
endeavouring to obtain their Liberties, as one 
Higgs, ſince Executed with him for the Mur- 
der of Mr. Ball, and Thomas Love, ſince 
Tranſported for the Kid-Lay, they being at 
that Time Priſoners with him.

mond Ring, and go Piſtoles; and whilſt Higgsy
